Flam es From R ear Sweep Victim s. 


T he fire 
escapes 
were 
not large 
enough to hold all who rushed madly 
to the exits, and there was a dash for 
the 
windows, 
the 
trapped 
victims 
screaming with pain as the flames 
swept upon them from behind and 
seared their bodies. 
T hen from the windows and fire es­ 
capes bodies began dropping. 
T hey 
fell thick and fast. T he building was 
but four stories high and many who 
jumped even from the topmost floor 
escaped 
with 
their 
lives, 
although 
most of them were badly maimed. 
It was on the fourth floor that most 
of the women operators were work­ 
ing, and it was among these that the 
loss of life and injury was greatest. 
As soon as the first of the fire vic­ 
tims were brought to the hospital con­ 
valescents among the regular patients 
were set to work tearing up bandages; 
physicians sawed up every available 
board for splints to bind up the bro­ 
ken limits, and Fathers Kills, W alsh 
and M Loughlln and R ev. Mr. Francis 
came to offer spiritual consolation to 
the dying and injured. 


Doctors and Nurses Keep Cool. 


Never before in the history of Bing­ 
hamton has such a scene been enact­ 
ed in the local hospital, and despite 
the fact that the injured and dying 
lay all about, the doctors and nurses 
worked 
with amazing 
rapidity and 
coolness. 
Scarcely an hour after the fire ev­ 
ery one of the patients there had been 
attended to and made as comfortable 
as possible. Most of them were badly

T housands W atch W orkers. 


Around the scene of the disaster, 
the greatest the city has ever known, 
thousands watched the workers in. the 
glare of three big searchlights, many 
in the great throng being restrained 
only by the close drawn police from 
rushing into the ruins to seek tho 
bodies of relatives or friends. 
W ater was poured into the fiery 
pit that a few hours earlier was the 
cellar of the burned establishment. As 
the ruins were cooled slightly from 
^time to time in a spot upon which the 
streams were center«*!, men went for­ 
ward to dig as long as human en­ 
durance would allow them to work. 
Occasionally a body was found and 
taken quickly away. 
T his werk went on all night and 
perhaps all day before the glowing 
mass will give up its last dead. 
It will take at least two days, the 
authorities believe, before the cellar 
can be cleared and the whole truth 
known.

ernment shall pay to the Confederate 
soldier nn amount to mako his pension 
equal to that received by the Union 
soldier in the same circumstances.

It is to be doubted whether the men 
Introducing these bills expect them to 
pass. 
T hey probably want discussion 
throughout the country to see how the 
suggestion takes. 
It may be that they

Blinding Blaze.

Binghampton, N. Y., Ju ly 23.— F ifty 
parsons were killed, according to late 
estimates, and 
as m any injured, 
a 
dozen 
of them 
m ortally, 
in a 
fire 
which 
swept the four-story 
factory 
building of the Binghampton Clothing 


company. 
The victim s were chiefly 


women and girls. 
Twenty-six boti lea have been recov­ 
ered. 
In the city hospital and In pri­ 
vate institutions are thirty injured. 
Some two score persons are known 
to have escaped aa by a miracle, from 
..he building, which burst into flame 
like a tinder box and became a roar­ 
ing furnace In almost no tim e after 
the first alarm was sounded. 
About 125 persons were in tho fac­ 
tory when the fire broke out. 
Those 
unaccounted for, or most of them, are 
believed 
to 
be still in the rod-hot 
ruins of the structure. 


Thousands W atch W orkers. 


Around the scene of the disaster, 
the greatest the city has ever known, 
thousands watched tho workers in the 
glare of three big searchlights, many 
In the great throng being restrained 
only by the close drawn police from 
rushing into the ruins to seek tho 
bodies of relatives or friends. 
W a te r was poured into the fiery 
pit that a few hours earlier was the 
cellar of the burned establishment. As 
the ruins were cooled slightly from 
^tim e to time in a spot upon which the 
streams were centered, men went for­ 
ward to dig as long as human en­ 
durance would allow them to work. 
Occasionally a body was found and 
taken quickly away. 
This wark went on all night and 
perhaps all day before the glowing 
mass will give up Its last dead. 
It w ill take at least two days, the 
authorities believe, before the cellar 
can be cleared and the whole truth 
known. 


Paralleled W ith Triangle Holocaust. 


The big, outstanding fact of the ca­ 
tastrophe is its suddenness. 
In this 
the 
disaster 
bears 
a 
strong 
re­ 
semblance to the Triangle W aist com­ 
pany 
holocaust in 
New 
York 
city, 
where 147 lives wore lost when the 
Inflammable material upon which the 
employes were working and the waste 
which littered the floors blazed up 
with inconceivable rapidity and set 
the imprisoned workers jumping from 
the windows to their death 
The parallel here fails only In. the 
lesser height and different construc­ 
tion of the building and in the length 
of the list of dead and injured. 
Another resemblance to the New 
York disaster is that the fire is be­ 
lieved to have started by the careless 
throwing of a cigarette butt or match. 


Little Chance to Escape. 


In the tragedy the killing burst of 
flame follow’ed quickly upon the heels 
of the alarm. 
There was small oppor­ 
tunity for any one to use the ordinary 
or even the emergency means of es- 


Tire TiurhTng ImTRTTng, arui The~~enfls of 
the streams from their hose were 
turned into a steam without effect 
upon the fire. The life nets and ex­ 
tension ladders of the firemen were 
equally useless. 
There was so 
chance 
for 
those 
caught on the upper floors except the 
last resort to Jump, and this m a n y 
took, while others fell, shriveled and 
crumpled with the h eat 
Scarcely one of the survivors was 
able to give a connected account of 
w hat took place on the upper floors of 
the factory when the employes there, 
mostly women and girls, realized that 
the fire call was no false alarm and 
that death was sweeping upon them. 
The coolest among them recalled 
that women fainted by dozens and 
that the scene W'as of Indescribable 
confusion. 
Some of the 
men 
employes ap­ 
parently kept their heads and did 
their best to 
rescue 
the 
imperiled 
domen. 


Flames From Rear Sweep Victims. 


The fire 
escapes 
were 
not large 
enough to hold ail who rushed madly 
to the exits, and there was a dash for 
the 
windows, 
the 
trapped 
victims 
screaming with pain as the flames 
swept upon them from behind and 
seared their bodies. 
Then from the window's and fire es­ 
capes bodies began dropping. 
They 
fell thick and fast. The building was 
but four stories high and many who 
Jumped even from the topmost floor 
escaped 
with 
their 
lives, 
although 
most of them were badly maimed. 
It was on the fourth floor that most 
of the women operators were work­ 
ing, and it was among these that the 


Io b s of life a n d injury was greatest. 
As soon as the first of the fire vic­ 
tims were brought to the hospital con­ 
valescents among the regular patients 
were set to work tearing up bandages: 
physicians sawed up every available 
board for splints to bind up the bro­ 
ken limbs, and Fathers Kills, W alsh 
and MIxmghlin and Rev. Mr. Francis 
came to offer spiritual consolation to 
the dying and injured. 


Doctors and Nurses Keep Coot. 


Never before in the history of Bing­ 
hamton has such a scene been enact­ 
ed in the local hospital, and despite 
the fact that the injured and dying 
lay all about, the doctors and nurses 
worked 
with amazing 
rapidity and 
coolness. 
Scarcely an hour after the fire ev­ 
ery one of the patients there had been 
attended to and made as comfortable 
as possible. Most of them were badly 
burned and were swathed in bandages 
from head to foot 


Says Panic Ensued. 


M ary McDonough, an employe, told 
a simple story of escape. 
She was on 
the fourth floor when the tiro broke 
out. 
The 
employes 
on 
that 
floor 
thought it was a fire drill at that time 
and marshaled in line slowly. 
When 
the 
flames burst upon them many 
fainted and panic ensued. 
“ The first burst in upon us. 
I do 
not know how I got to the street, but 
think I fainted and was carried out 
by some one unknown to me.’’ 
Vernon W ilbur, 
superintendent of 
service in the burned shop, said: 
" I ran to the fire escape and clim b­ 
ed up the ladder. 
I dropped two girls 
to the men below’. 
They were stand­ 
ing five or six deep in each window 
with the flames waving directly behind 
them. 
They were mad with pain, and 
the sound of their cries was as if the 
wind were howling in our ears.” 
Mrs. Ida Prentice did her best to 
get the other women employes to flee 
when the alarm first sounded, believ­ 
ing the danger great. 
She stayed In 
the building, directing the girls, until 
the last minute. 
Then, wrapping a 
large sheet of awning m aterial about 
ber, she jumped from a fourth-story 
window.

proposes that the government shall

pensions—that 
is, 
where 
states pay pensions the federal gov­ 
ernment shall pay to the Confederate 
soldier an amount to mako his pension 
equal to that received by the Union 
soldier In the same circumstances. 


Not Likely to Pats. 
It is to be doubted whether the men 
introducing these bills expect them to 
pass. 
They probably want discussion 
throughout the country to see how the 
suggestion takes. 
It may be that they 
hope these bills will be the forerunner 
of future legislation. 
And it may be 
that they rather expect that such bills 
may 
help them 
politically In their 
states. 
A t all events it cnn do them 
no harm. 
In time to come it is pos­ 
sible that pensions 
for Confederate 
soldiers will he granted as the last 
act of cementing the north and the 
south. 


Rural Carriers Come Again. 
Rural letter carriers started ut $<100 
a year. 
They now receive $1,100 and 
bills have been introduced to Increase 
the amount to $1,200 and even $1,500. 
The rural carriers keep coming back 
for more pay, aud they have been of 
so much help to the congressmen as 
well as to the rural communities that 
they are likely to get further Increases. 


Moaning of Words. , 
Interpretation 
of

guage came in for discussion in the 
senate one day when a bill was con­ 
sidered which provided for a bureau 
to draft bills for congress. 
Senator 
Chamberlain of Oregon suggested that 
lf such a bureau was created it might 
draft treaties with foreign countries 
which could be understood. 
Senator Bacon in 
reply said that 
even the inspired book, which should 
have been the most accurate ever w rit­ 
ten. had given rise to more controversy 
as to what it meant than any book 
ever written, and if anything should 
be correct it was the Bible. 
Senator M ark Smith of Arizona re­ 
marked that the greatest lawyers had 
drawn w ills with the utmost care, and 
yet they had been interpreted to mean 
something different from what it was 
known the testator desired. 


The Fundamental Law. 
The senators might have enumerat­ 
ed a fraction of the thousands of cases 
which have been brought before tho 
supreme court to test what was the 
meaning of the language in tho funda­ 
mental law of the land, urn! yet no in­ 
strument was ever drawn with more 
Jure than the constitution of the U n it­ 
ed States. 
For tile most part it seems 
simple and easy to understand, but it 
Is the subject of more controversy 
than anything connected with the gov­ 
ernment. 
There is more talk In congress on 
whnt the language and words of the 
constitution 
mean than almost any 
other subject. 
Consequently it seems 
rather presumptuous that some one 
man placed at the head of u bureau 
will be able to draw bills more per­ 
fectly than members of congress or 
committees of congress whose mem­ 
bers have had long legislative experi­ 
ence. 
Wants His Share. 
Senators take it for granted tnat the 
vice president is not and cannot be 
much interested in what is going on in 
)he senate. 
For a great deliberative 
parliamentary body the senate ignores 
parliamentary usage to an extraordi­ 
nary degree. 
‘Senators 
w ill please conduct the 
iiscussion so that others can hear it.” 
remarked 
Vice 
President 
Marshall 
sharply one day. 
“ The chair would 
like to hear a little of It himself.” 
Then 
follow 
“ Beg 
pardons” 
and 
similar apologies from senators to the 
vice president, but it is not long before 
the presiding officer is again lost iii the 
back and forth talk. 
At tile same time 
the vice president, feeling his 
way 
gradually, Is seeking his share in the 
government machine. 


Shall We Have More Citizens? 
At every session of congress bills are 
introduced to make the Porto Ricans 
and the Filipinos citizens of the United 
States. 
If these Islands belonged to 
England the people would be “ sub­ 
jects” of Great Britain, which satisfies 
most of the colonists of the British 
Isles. 
But we have no subjects, so the 
people of the islands must be either 
itizens or remain in tneir present 
joubtful condition.

When the Russian engineering par­ 
ties were constructing the Siberian 
railroad tlrls white ringed bread was 
their chief food. 
As its name Implies, 
it is made in the shape of a ring. 
It 
Is cook « >d without snlt or yenst and 
is first steamed and then lightly bak ed 
to ex pel the moisture. 
It Is eaten and 
used In a wonderful variety of ways 
During the Intensely cold 
winter 
months It Is soak ed In hot tallow for 
a few moments and then eaten with 
soup or dipped In tea and swnllowed. 
This tallow bread la considered to be 
one of the most heat producing foods 
In ex istence. 
A curious use to which It 1s put Is as 
a lamp or stove. 
H alf a dozen or eight 
holes are bored in the “tallow ring 
bread,’* and wax vestas are placed in 
them and lighted. 
This bread stove 
will burn slowly for nbout an hour, 
giving out sufficient heat to boll the 
necessary water for tea or coffee for 
half n dozen people. 
During the dny, when time hangs 
heavily, the Siberian peasants play 
quoits with their ringed bread, tho 
sam e breads appearing In the soup at 
the evening meal.—Pearson’s Week ly.

SIBERIA’S RINGED BREAD. 


M ake* Good Soup A fte r 3eing Used In 
a Game of Quoits. 
No homemade bread In the world can 
vie either In Indigestibility or useful­ 
ness with the small ringed bread of Si­ 
beria, probably the most extraordinary 
bread In the whole world. 
When the Russian engineering par­ 
ties were constructing the Siberian 
railroad this white ringed bread was 
their chief food. 
As Its name implies, 
it is made in the shape of a ring. 
It 
is cooked without salt or yeast and 
is first steamed and then lightly baked 
to expel the moisture. It is eaten and 
used in a wonderful variety of ways 
During the intensely cold 
winter 
months It is soaked in hot tallow for 
a few moments and then eaten with 
soup or dipped in tea and swallowed. 
This tallow bread is considered to be 
one of the most heat producing foods 
in existence. 
A curious use to which it is put is as 
a lamp or stove. Half a dozen or eight 
holes are bored in the “tallow ring 
bread,” and wax vestas are placed in 
them and lighted. 
This bread stove 
will bum slowly for about an hour, 
giving out sufficient heat to boil the 
necessary water for tea or coffee for 
half a dozen people. 
During the day, when time hangs 
heavily, the Siberian peasants play 
quoits wit ii their ringed bread, tho 
same breads appearing in the soup at 
the evening meal.—Pearson’s Weekly.
